F arm and R anch, concerning Prof. 
W ally’s lecture on the boll worm , 
as reported in the P aris News: 
“ H e touched upon th e ruthless 
killing of birds, and 
urged the 
passage of laws prohibiting their 
destruction. H e was asked if q u ail8 
were destructive to insects and an ­ 
swered in the affirmative. 
T hey 
are m ore destructive th an any other 
of the feathered trib e .” 
Now I would like to ta k e issue 
w ith Prof. M alty on this statem ent 
regarding quail being destructive 
to insects. I am a farm er and have 
been a personal observer of quail 
and their habits for the past th irty 
years. 
D uring th a t tim e I have 
n etted an d 
shot, 
cleaned 
and 
dressed ten thousand of these birds. 
F ro m this experience I o u ght to 
have learned som ething about w hat 
th e quail 
feeds on, and 
I have 
done so. 
I am prepared to state, 
therefore, from personal knowledge 
th a t the quail is n o ta b u g -e a ter,or 
a worm eater. 
It feeds upon pure 
vegetable food— seeds, grass and 
grain. 
I 
will give $1 for every 
partridge Mr. Mally will bring or 
«u.nd me with a bug or worm in its 


m 
e t t l e 
n u a v v v v .

weevil, and yet m ade good crops 
As a friendly critic of Mr. Mally, I 
would urge him to be m ore cau ­ 
tious. People who know the fallacy 
of his statem ent about the quail, 
for instance, will discredit his other 
statem ents, even those which are 
correct. 
The quail, while a feeder 
on grain and glass seeds, is not a 
destructive bird to the 
farmers 
crops. 
It does not pull up corn or 
eat grain except where it is on the 
ground and would otherw ise go to 
waste. 
T he partridge, while not a 
bug-eater, is an u n m ix e d blessing 
to m an, and under our gam e laws 
where enforced is properly treated. 
' I would like to understand Prof. 
M ally’s position and will ask him 
to answer these questions through 
Farm and R anch: 
( I ) 
Are you 
opposed to sho .ting quail in th** 
present h u n tin g season? 
( 2) Do 
you know from personal knowledge 
th a t th e quail eats insects or bugs? 
Some farmers, believing the talk 
about boll 
weevil, 
have utterly 
refused to shoot or allow others to 
shoot them on their premises,even in 
hu n tin g season. T his is a mistaken 
idea, I believe, an d if one with a 
weevil infested farm is dep en d in g 
upon quail to destroy the pest, the 


theory will result in harm to bim ,

A CRITICISM OF PROF. MALLY. 


Mr. J. A. D. Robinson asks the 
Eagle to print the following article 
which he recently wrote for Texas 
Farm and Ranch, and which was 
published in Farm and Ranch last 
week, 
Mr. Robinson says his only 
desire in the matter is to correct 
erronious impressions: 
Editor Farm and Ranch:—I clip 
the following from a recent issue of 
Farm and Ranch, concerning Prof. 
M ally’s lecture on the boll worm, 
as reported in the Paris News: 
“ He touched upon the ruthless 
killing of birds, and urged the 
passage of laws prohibiting their 
destruction. He w 
a s asked if quails 
were destructive to insects and an­ 
swered in the affirmative. 
They 
are more destructive than any other 
of the feathered tribe.” 
Now I would like to take issue 
with Prof. Malty on this statement 
regarding quail being destructive 
to insects. I am a farmer and have 
been a personal observer of quail 
and their habits for the past thirty 
years. 
During that time I have 
petted and 
shot, cleaned 
and 
dressed ten thousand of these birds. 
From this experience I ought to 
have learned something about what 
the quail feeds on, and 
I have 
done so. 
I am prepared to state, 
therefore, from personal knowledge 
th a t the quail is n o ta bug-eater,or 
a worm eater. 
It feeds upon pure 
vegetable food— seeds, grass and 
grain. 
I will give l l for every 
partridge Mr. Mally will bring or 
# cnd me with a bug or worm in its 


craw. with assurance that the bird 
voluntarily ate ii. 
I have studied 
the feeding habits of birds wit '- the 
view of m ost successfully hunting 
them. 
Knowing what they fred 
.on, I can judge when and wh*re 
to find them in more or .ess at>uiv 
dance. 
I believe in the strict en­ 
forcement of game laws, ami alway - 
observe them m yself, but only to 
carry out the purpose of that 
aw . 
and have a fair *upply of qua;, in 
the country during the hunting 
season, but I take no stock in th* 
sentim ent that forbids the reasona­ 
ble use of these birds as God i 
tended them to be used, as a pur* 
food for man. 
The quail fun ishes 
the purest, whitest, most abote* j 
some food for man in the way of 
flesh, and 
is a blessing for th - 
reason, and not as a bug or in se t 
destroyer, a- so often stated. 
I 
wish to say that such reckless state 
ments as the above by Prol. Mally 
are calculated to do great harm . 
Many people know they are err ' I 
neous and will lose their regard 
for all of Mr. M ally’s statements 
th u s destroying his usefulness, it 
he does not use more care m n1® 
statem ents. 
By this quail talk of 
his, I am reminded of other state­ 
m ents he made in this section of 
the state last sum m er, in public 
addresses, which in my hum ble 
judgm ent were erroneous. 
One 
was, in a speech made at Bryan in 
the spring of 1901, that unless the 
remedy he advised be adopted, 
there would not be a cotton bloom 
to be seen in this section after a 
certain date, about the first of July. 
Now many farmers totally neg­ 
lected 
his preventatives, or any 
means whatever to fight the boll 
weevil, and yet m ade good crops 
As a friendly critic of Mr. Mally, I 
would urge him to be more cau­ 
tious. People who know the fallacy 
of his statem ent about the quail, 
for instance, will discredit his other 
statem ents, even those which are 
correct. 
The quail, while a feeder 
on grain and grass &eeds, is not a 
destructive bird to the 
farmers 
crops. 
It does not pull up corn or 
eat grain except where it is on the 
ground and would otherwise go to 
waste. 
The partridge, while not a 
bug-eater, is an unm ixed blessing 
to m an, and under our game laws 
where enforced is properly treated. 
I would like to understand Prof. 
M ally’s position and will ask him 
to answer these questions through 
Farm and Ranch: 
( I ) 
Are you 
opposed to sho .ting quail in tb s 
present hunting season? 
(2) Do 
you know from personal knowledge 
th a t the quail eats insects or bugs? 
Some farmers, believing the talk 
about boll 
weevil, 
have utterly 
refused to shoot or allow others to 
shoot them on their premises,even in 
hunting season. T his is a mistaken 
idea, I believe, and if one with a 
weevil infested farm is depending 
upon quail to destroy the pest, the
